ranty deed. 

Article  9.  On  petition  of  Rolean  E.  Taggersell  and 
30  others:  We,  the  undersigned  registered  voters  of  Rye,  New 
Hampshire,  do  hereby  petition  the  Selectmen  of  Rye  to  insert 
an  article  in  the  town  warrant  to  be  voted  upon  at  the  town 
meeting  in  March,  1970,  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  re- 
quest the  Selectmen  and  the  Conservation  Commission  to  ex- 
ercise the  powers  vested  in  them  by  Revised  Statutes  Annotated

fective immediately,  legal  service  for  the  Rye  Budget  Commit- 
tee shall  not  be  provided  by  any  lawyer,  law  firm  or  lawyer 
pecuniarily  associated  with  any  lawyer  or  law  firm  engaged  in 
providing  legal  services  to  either  the  Town  of  Rye  or  the  Rye 
School  District.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  set  rates  for  the  rental  of  the  Town  Hall  to 
individuals  and  organizations,  both  resident  and  non-resident. 

Article  24.  On  petition  of  Frank  J.  Tonis  and  16  others: 
To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  em- 
ploy a  full  time  Business  Administrator  who  may  or  may  not 
be  a  resident  of  Rye  and  who  will  be  selected  with  special  refer- 
ence to  his  education,  training,  and  experience  to  perform  the 
general  duties  of  his  office  which  shall  be,  subject  to  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Selectmen  and  to  the  by-laws  of  the  town,  to  co-

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Selectmen's  Report 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  Rye,  New  Hampshire: 

The  past  year  found  the  Selectmen  in  the  new 
office.  The  Selectmen  and  Tax  Collector  moved  into  the 
new  office  in  August.  We  are  sure  the  arrangement  has 
been  more  than  satisfactory  for  carrying  on  the  Town's 
business,  leaving  the  front  office  free  for  Police  Depart- 
ment business  only. 

The  beaches  still  are  a  problem  as  far  as  keeping 
them  clean.  We  are  asking  for  more  money  this  year  in 
the  budget,  hoping  to  be  able  to  start  earlier  in  the  season 
to  clean  the  areas  before  the  season  starts.  Training  people 
to  make  use  of  the  containers  to  dispose  of  rubbish  is  al- 
most an  impossibility. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Little 
League  and  their  Supervisors  who  did  such  a  tremendous 
job  cleaning  the  beach  one  Saturday.  It  was  a  job  "well 
done".  The  Boy  Scouts  also  are  to  be  commended  on 
their  "clean  up  work"  done  at  the  Recreation  Area. 

The  Planning  Board  engaged  the  Hans  Klunder  As- 
sociates to  make  a  study  of  the  needs  of  the  Town  au- 
thorized by  the  amended  Article  17  of  the  1969  Warrant. 

In  this  study,  one  of  the  recommendations  was  that 
the  Town  should  purchase  land  centrally  located  to  erect 
facilities  for  general  governmental  purposes  which  would 
include  municipal  offices,  police  department  and  a  high- 
way department  garage.  An  article  will  appear  in  the  War- 
rant for  the  1970  Town  Meeting  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  negotiate  for  a  tract  of  land  off  Washington  Road 
for  this  purpose  and  report  to  the  1971  Town  Meeting. 
Your  Board  of  Selectmen  requests  the  voters  to  take  fav- 
orable action  on  this  article  to  protect  the  future  needs  of 
the  Town. 

The  Rye  Ambulance  Corps  purchased  a  new  Cadil- 
lac ambulance  which  will  be  delivered  sometime  after  the 
first  of  the  year.  We  know  everyone  joins  us  in  saying  a 
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big  "thank  you"   for  the  excellent  service  this  volunteer 
group  provides. 

The  Memorial  Day  observance,  as  usual,  was  very 
befitting  for  the  occasion. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Rye  Fire  Department  Auxili- 
ary for  the  meals  served  on  our  election  days,  we  appreci- 
ate their  efforts  and  the  excellent  menus. 

On  March  27th  the  Town  lost  a  former  Town  Offi- 
cer, Miss  Mildred  Rand,  after  an  extended  illness.  Miss 
Rand  was  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  1 2  years  and  treas- 
urer 8  years  retiring  in  1965. 

In  March  the  new  pumper  was  delivered  to  the  Fire 
Department  and  in  December  the  new  tank  truck  was  put 
in  service.

Highway  Agent's  Report 

To  the  Citizens  of  Rye: 

When  the  demands  of  the  tax  payers  on  the  High- 
way Department  increase,  the  cost  of  maintenance  must 
increase  to  cover  these  demands.  This  department  is  no 
different  than  any  other  department  with  one  exception — 
the  other  departments  have  been  building  under  good 
building  practices  for  years.  Their  buildings  are  planned 
by  engineering  firms,  are  built  by  contractors  and  super- 
vised by  inspectors.  Can  anyone  who  has  spent  his  life  in 
this  town  tell  me  when  any  road  now  under  town  main- 
tenance was  built  under  these  conditions?  A  road  designed 
by  an  engineer,  built  by  a  contractor  who  removed  all 
loam,  subsoil  and  other  materials  not  suitable  for  a  road 
foundation.  You  wouldn't  expect  a  school  to  stand  up  if 
its  foundation  was  built  on  the  original  loam.  Why  do 
you  expect  a  highway  to  do  any  better?  Your  public 
buildings  support  the  weight  and  traffic  of  a  small  part  of 
the  people  of  your  town,  your  highways  have  to  support 
the  weight  of  all  the  people  and  their  cars.  Your  roads 
must  take  the  weight  of  thousands  of  cars  and  tourists, 
the  weight  of  all  heavy  trucks  weighing  anywhere  from 
one  to  thirty  tons  or  more.  Yet,  you  want  your  roads  table 
top  smooth. 

I  attended  a  meeting  wherein  they  discussed  sewage 
and  proposed  plans.  I  asked  the  speaker,  who  represented 
an  engineering  firm,  what  provisions  were  being  made  for 
drainage  of  surface  water  and  was  told  to  never  mention 
it  because  it  was  too  expensive.  Under  these  conditions 
what  do  the  people  of  this  town  think  I  can  do,  where 
de  we  run  this  water  unless  you  provide  a  place  to  put  it? 
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This  year  a  great  deal  has  been  said  about  leveling 
some  of  the  roads.  It  should  be  remembered  that  this  does 
not  leave  a  smooth  surface  but  only  levels  off  some  of  the 
low  spots.  It's  the  same  as  placing  a  patch  on  top  of  a 
hard  surface.  The  edges  will  be  higher  than  the  original 
road  and  will  cause  a  slight  bump  going  on  and  off.  The 
cause  for  the  road  being  out  of  shape  is  still  there  and  in 
time  the  same  condition  will  exist.  At  best  it  is  a  tem- 
porary repair. 

This  coming  year  we  will  be  moving  into  a  new 
type  of  rubbish  disposal  in  Rye.  This  is  known  as  com- 
plete cover  land  fill  where  all  refuse  will  have  to  be  com- 
pacted and  covered  at  the  end  of  each  day.  It  will  mean 
the  obtaining  of  a  heavier  tractor  to  spread  and  pack 
refuse,  a  loader  and  truck  to  haul  in  the  cover  and  two  men 
to  man  them.  There  will  have  to  be  new  rules  and  regula- 
tions covering  the  dump  and  no  one  will  be  permitted  in 
the  dump  after  closing  hours.  This  type  of  dump  opera- 
tion is  going  to  be  much  more  expensive  to  run  but  it  has 
been  set  up  by  your  Board  of  Adjustment  and  the  State 
Board  of  Health.  ,

Fire  Chief's  Report 

I  would  like  to  thank  everyone  who  has  been  so 
helpful  since  I  was  appointed  Acting  Chief  and  Chief  of 
the  department. 

The  new  Maxam  Fire  Truck  was  delivered  in  March 
of  this  year.  This  truck  is  the  first  truck  to  respond  on  all 
calls  unless  known  to  be  grass  or  woods. 

Open  house  was  held  April  13,  1969  so  the  Towns- 
people could  view  the  new  truck  and  also  the  Scott  Air 
Packs  which  the  Women's  Auxiliary  purchased  for  the 
new  truck. 

Frank  Wilson,  Jr.  was  appointed  permanent  Fire- 
man in  May  of  this  year. 

Charlie  Gordon  "Nite"  was  held  at  the  South  Wind 
dining  room  June  4th.  1969.  Charlie  retired  as  chief  of  the 
department  March  31st,  1969.  A  good  time  was  had  by 
all. 
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Four  men  attended  the  Fire  School  held  at  the 
Meadowood  training  area  in  Fitzwilliam,  N.H.  sponsored 
by  the  Fire  Chief's  Club  of  N.  H.  and  the  N.  H.  Board 
of  Education. 

The  Call  Fire  Department  purchased  10  Fire  Coats, 
10  Fire  Hats  and  10  pr.  of  Fire  Boots  at  a  cost  of  $827.93 
this  money  was  raised  by  this  group.  This  did  not  come 
from  TAX  MONIES. 

This  Department  answered  calls  this  year  as  follows: 
Two  road  side  fires,  four  rubbish,  one  roof,  one  house 
trailer  fires,  four  overheated  electrical  motor  ^  appliances, 
four  car  fires,  six  calls  to  checkout  smoke,  five  flooded  oil 
burners,  six  buildings  fires,  four  chimney,  eight  grass,  six 
brush  fires,  one  call  for  each  of  the  following:  T.V.,  fry- 
olator,  building  struck  by  lightning,  wash  gas  and  oil  off 
the  roads,  check  out  smoke  at  the  brush  dump,  check  out 
strong  small  of  oil,  check  out  smoke  at  the  rubbish  dump, 
fire  caused  by  possible  fire  crackers,  we  assisted  the  ambu- 
lance corps,  with  four  calls. 

We  responded  seven  times  to  mutual  aid  calls  for 
help;  three  calls  to  Portsmouth,  four  calls  to  Greenland, 
and  one  call  each  to  New  Castle,  and  North  Hampton.  We 
received  assistance  from  Portsmouth  and  North  Hampton 
one  call  each. 

The  Fire  Department  answers  the  phone  and  radio 
for  the  Police  and  Ambulance  Corps. 

The  Auxiliary  has  card  parties  every  other  Saturday 
night  and  the  Call  Dept.  has  them  the  other  Saturday 
nights. 

The  Dept.  issued  428  burning  permits  and  289 
Beach  Fires  permits. 

I  would  like  to  remind  you  to  feel  free  to  call  us 
when  you  have  any  doubt  in  your  mind.  We  would  rather 
help  you  with  a  small  problem  than  wait  until  it  is  a  big 
problem.

Forest  Fire  Warden's  Report 

Another  year  has  passed  with  a  fine  record  for  our 
Forest  Fire  Dept.  Thanks  to  the  residents  of  Rye  for 
making  this  possible.  Your  Forest  Fire  Warden's  job 
would  be  easier  if  everyone  understood  the  State  laws 
that  govern  the  kindling  of  outdoor  fires.  A  synopsis  of 
these  laws  follow: 

Fire  Permit 

A  fire  permit  is  needed  for  all  outdoor  fires  in  or 
near  woodland  anytime  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow.  This  includes  household  waste  burning,  even  if  in 
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an  incinerator,  grass  burning,  garden  trash  as  well  as 
brush  burning.  Such  burning  is  restricted  by  regulation  to 
be  prior  to  9:00  a.m.  and  after  5:00  p.m. 

Exceptions 

Commercial  or  industrial  burning  is  allowed  anytime 
under  normal  conditions  with  permission  of  the  District 
Chief  and  a  permit  from  the  Fire  Warden. 

Camp  or  cooking  fires  are  allowed  on  your  own 
property  with  permission  of  the  Fire  Warden.  On  an- 
other's property  with  written  permission  of  the  landowner 
and  permission  of  the  Fire  Warden.  The  Warden  can  for- 
bid such  fires  if  in  a  hazardous  area.  Permits  for  cooking 
fires  in  the  White  Mountain  National  Forest  can  be  ob- 
tained from  the  Laconia  Office  or  at  the  Ranger  Stations. 
Permits  are  not  required  in  public  camp  or  picnic  grounds 
where  fireplaces  have  been  built  for  this  purpose. 

Penalties 

1.  For  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit.  Maximum  of 
$200.00  fine;  or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  60 
days. 

2.  For  kindling  a  fire  by  any  means  wilfully  or  reckless- 
ly that  shall  endanger  woodlands  the  maximum  fine  is 
$500.00  or  one  year's  imprisonment. 

3.  For  failure  to  totally  extinguish  a  camp  or  cooking 
fire  before  leaving  it  the  same  penalties  as  in  ( 1 )  above. 

4.  For  dropping  inflammable  material  in  or  near  wood- 
land, maximum  fine  is  $25.00. 

Fire   prevention    is   a   personal   matter   and    a    good 
habit.  Keep  our  town  free  from  smokes  in  1970.

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Report  of  the  Fire  Warden 

The  year  1969  has  been  a  very  active  one  for  the 
Board  of  Fire  Wards.  During  the  latter  part  of  March  the 
Town  of  Rye  received  the  new  Ford-Maxam  fire  truck 
from  the  builders.  It  is  a  very  modern  piece  of  fire  equip- 
ment with  a  capacity  of  pumping  750  gals,  per  minute. 
This  is  the  fire  truck  that  the  Fire  Chief,  Mr.  Charles  Gor- 
don, the  Selectmen  and  the  Fire  Wards  as  well  as  the  Fire- 
men had  planned  for  over  a  period  of  five  years  and  that 
the  Town  had  been  setting  aside  in  a  capital  reserve  fund 
a  sum  of  $5,000  each  year  for  four  years  to  pay  for  it. 

At  about  this  same  time  the  Board  of  Fire  Wards  re- 
ceived the  resignation  of  the  Fire  Chief  Charles  Gordon  to 
become  effective  on  April  1st.  This  resignation  was  final- 
ly accepted  with  deep  regrets  by  the  Board  of  Fire  Wards. 
The  Board  then  appointed  Mr.  Richard  Eaton  as  Acting 
Chief  and  after  serving  a  probation  period  of  six  months 
he  was  appointed  Fire  Chief  of  the  Rye  Fire  Department 
by  the  Fire  Wards. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  at  the  1969  Town  Meet- 
ing appropriating  funds  for  a  new  truck  chassis  and  cab  to 
haul  the  existing  water  tank  on,  the  Selectmen  advertised 
for  bids  and  the  contract  was  awarded  to  the  King  Chev- 
rolet Co.  they  being  the  low  bidder.  After  a  long  delay 
the  truck  was  finally  delivered  in  August.  Then  it  was 
discovered  that  1969  trucks  are  not  designed  so  a  front 
end  pump  could  be  installed  on  them.  After  consulting 
with  several  automotive  and  fire  engineers  we  obtained  the 
services  of  the  Maxam  Fire  Truck  engineering  dept.  and 
they  designed  and  installed  a  mid-ship  pump  and  re- 
modeled the  tank  so  that  we  now  have  another  very  fine 
piece  of  equipment  in  the  Rye  Fire  Department.  The  tank 
was  removed  from  the  old  truck  and  installed  on  the  new 
truck  chassis  by  the  Rye  Highway  Department  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Charles  Gordon  with  the  assistance  of 
Fire  Chief  Richard  Eaton.  "Many  thanks  Charlie  and 
Fritzic". 
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The  Fire  Wards  were  also  authorized  to  hire  an  addi- 
tional full  time  fireman  at  the  1969  Town  Meeting.  Th€ 
position  was  advertized  and  four  applications  were  re- 
ceived. The  Fire  Wards  held  interviews  with  the  appli- 
cants and  Mr.  Frank  Wilson,  Jr.  was  chosen  to  fill  the 
position.  We  now  have  four  full  time  firemen  serving 
the  Town  of  Rye  who  work  a  44  hour  week.  They  also 
fill  in  for  each  other  during  vacations  or  sick  leave  at  no 
increase  in  pay. 

The  Fire  Wards  have  already  prepared  and  submitted 
to  the  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee  a  budget  to 
operate  the  Fire  Dept.  for  1970.  It  includes  salaries  as 
well  as  the  equipment  we  consider  necessary  to  maintain 
our  Dept.  and  to  provide  the  "tools"  for  our  firemen  to 
protect  YOU  with.  The  Board  of  Fire  Wards  hope  you 
will  support  it.

Municipal  Court 

The  court  statistics  for  1969  indicate  that  200  mis- 
demeanors were  filed  and  processed,  while  three  felonies 
were  bound  over  to  the  Rockingham  County  Grand 
Jury. 

The  majority  of  the  cases  disposed  were  for  motor 
vehicle  offenses  occurring  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
court.  There  were  also  a  small  number  of  violations 
against  the  town  ordinances  and  a  number  of  Fish  and 
Game  violations  brought  before  the  court  by  the  N.  H. 
Fish  and  Game  Department. 

A  survey  of  the  court's  records  over  the  past  ten  years 
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points  out  a  very  interesting  fact;  that  the  more  serious 
crimes,  felonies,  have  remained  relatively  the  same  in 
number.  With  the  increase  of  criminal  activity  on  a  nation- 
al level  and  within  the  neighboring  communities,  it  seems 
significant  that  Rye  has  maintained  a  low  level  of  crimes 
against  the  person  and  property.  This  would  appear  to  re- 
flect the  industrious  efforts  and  awareness  of  the  Rye 
Police  Department. 

The  several  cases  brought  to  court  involving  fishing 
and  trapping  violations  off  the  coastal  waters  of  Rye  were 
dealt  with  by  the  court  as  prescribed  by  law  with  manda- 
tory fines.  This  type  of  violation  is  becoming  more  dif- 
ficult to  detect,  and  a  constant  vigil  is  being  maintained 
by  the  personnel  of  the  Fish  and  Game  Department. 

Generally,  the  business  of  the  court  has  maintained 
the  same  level  over  the  past  several  years  and  is  in  con- 
formance with  the  standard  procedures  established  by  the 
Administrative  Committee  for  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire.

The  past  year  was  very  busy  for  this  department. 
As  the  Town  grows  we  are  called  on  to  handle  more  and 
more  complaints  and  requests  for  all  types  of  police  serv- 
ices. 

We  had  capacity  crowds  at  our  beaches  this  past 
summer  with  parking  problems,  rubbish,  lost  children, 
beer  parties  and  etc.  Our  lifeguards  were  kept  busy  and  did 
a  good  job  especially  our  first  female  lifeguard  who  did  a 
remarkable  job  at  busy  Jenness  Beach. 
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The  narcotic  problem  is  still  growing.  In  a  raid,  this 
past  year,  we  confiscated  the  biggest  amount  of  narcotics 
and  controlled  drugs  that  has  ever  been  picked  up  in  this 
state. 

I  woud  like  again  to  ask  residents,  both  summer  and 
year  round,  to  display  their  house  numbers.  This  would 
help  to  locate  any  given  house  in  an  emergency.

The  Planning  Board  report  of  1969  reflected  op- 
timism and  confidence  that  you  would  accept  the  new 
Zoning  Ordinance  and  Building  Code  Ordinance  at  the 
1969  March  election  as  being  vitally  needed  and  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  community  as  a  whok.  You  did  ac- 
cept them  and  I  can  now  report  that  after  a  full  year  of 
operation  the  Ordinances  are  doing  what  they  were  de- 
signed to  do  with  no  solid  evidence  being  presented  on 
anyone's  part  to  the  contrary.  The  Board  is  especially 
pleased  with  your  apparent  confidence  in  and  satisfaction 
with  your  new  Ordinances. 

Prompt  action  was  taken  on  your  mandate  at  the 
last  town  meeting  to  study  aspects  of  town  activity  such 
as  schools,  roads  and  ways,  town  administration,  fire, 
police  and  road  departments  in  areas  of  personnel,  equip- 
ment and  facilities.  Also  undertaken  were  further  studies 
on  open  space,  health  ordinance,  5  %  tax  discount,  neces- 
sity of  precincts,  town-wide  town  water  system  and  waste 
disposal   (solid  and  sewerage) ,  etc. 

Extensive  progress  was  made  and  reports  of  facts  and 
findings  and  recommendations  were  submitted  to  the 
School  Board  and  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  considera- 
tion and  action.  Details  of  completed  studies  and  progress 
reports  were  given  by  me  and  the  study  committee  chair- 
men to  interested  citizens  at  monthly  meetings  sponsored 
by  the  Rye  Civic  League.  The  Rye  community  owes  a 
debt  of  gratitude  to  all  those  who  led  and  worked  on  those 
subcommittees.  They  have  served  you  well  and  agree  to 
continue  as  long  as  they  are  needed.  We  hope  to  make  the 
subcommittees  permanent  so  the  community  can  benefit 
from  their  collective  expertise. 

Also  over  the  past  year  your  Subdivision  Ordinance 
has  been  completely  revised  and  updated.  It  is  expected 
that  the  new  regulation  will  be  effective  on  or  before  the 
end  of  February  1970.  Along  with  your  new  Zoning  and 
Building  Code  Ordinances  this  new  Subdivision   Ordin- 
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ance  should  serve  you  well  in  providing  healthy  and  de- 
sirable growth  patterns  for  some  years  to  come. 

With  every  succeeding  year  Planning  Board  business 
increases  in  both  volume  and  pace.  It  is  practically  man- 
datory to  meet  every  week  year-round  to  keep  the  amount 
of  unfinished  business  within  manageable  proportions.  It 
may  soon  be  necessary  for  legal  reasons  to  hire  a  minor 
amount  of  clerical  assistance  to  take  and  transcribe  minutes 
of  meetings  on  subdivision  development  requests. 

As  the  end  of  my  five  year  term  of  appointment 
rapidly  approaches,  I  am  reminded  that  this  is  my  last 
Planning  Board  Annual  Report  to  you.  It  has  been  a 
pleasure  and  privilege  to  serve  you.  Although  leaving 
naturally  brings  some  measure  of  regret,  I  am  happy  to 
announce  that  the  membership  has  already  elected  Mr. 
Charles  Tallman  as  Chairman  to  serve  for  the  ensuing 
year.  For  that  reason  alone  I  leave  with  every  confidence 
in  the  Board's  future.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Adjustment 

Adoption  of  a  new  zoning  ordinance  and  building 
code  by  the  Townspeople  in  1969  and  more  vigorous  en- 
forcement of  the  ordinances  by  the  town  officials  respon- 
sible for  their  administration,  has  increased  the  activity 
of  the  zoning  Board  of  Adjustment. 

The  Board  has  processed  23  applications,  14  were 
approved  and  9  were  disapproved. 

Attendance  at  the  public  hearings  by  interested  par- 
ties, citizens  of  the  town  and  town  officials  has  increased. 
This  is  encouraging  as  it  shows  an  interest  in  the  growth  of 
the  town,  gives  the  Board  the  views  of  the  people  and 
provides  the  public  with  first  hand  information  relative 
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to  each  case  the  Board's  decision  on  each  case. 

New  Board  members  appointed  are  Philip  C.  Hoyt, 
William  E.  Ashley,  and  Nancy  L.  Rand.  Mr.  Eric  Ebbe- 
son  continues  to  be  a  very  active  Board  member. 

Interest  in  the  Boards  activity  displayed  by  the  Civic 
League  is  heartening. 

The  Board  of  Adjustment  would  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  thank  the  Selectmen,  Planning  Board  and 
Building  Inspector  for  their  cooperation  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  ordinances.

Report  of  the  Building  Inspector 

On  December  1,  1968  the  Selectmen  appointed  me  as 
Deputy  Bldg.  Inspector  because  of  the  expected  long  ab- 
sence of  the  Bldg.  Inspector,  Mrs.  Kenneth  Stanley,  and  I 
have  continued  to  serve  in  that  capacity  ever  since.  Mr. 
Stanley  was  away  until  the  2nd  week  of  April  and  he 
carried  on  part  of  the  Building  Inspector's  work  until 
August  5th. 

During  this  period  there  were  Bldg.  Permits  issued 
for  28  new  houses,  52  for  additions,  remodelings  or  new 
garages  etc. 

I  personally  made  18  inspections  of  new  septic  tanks 
and  filter  field  installations,  of  which  several  had  to  be 
visited  several  times  because  of  the  failure  of  the  con- 
tractor to  install  properly  the  first  time. 

I  also  investigated  12  zoning  ordinance  violation 
complaints  and  issued  5  legal  notices  to  cease  the  violation, 
one  of  these  had  to  be  taken  to  court  for  settlement,  the 
others  were  taken  care  of  upon  verbal  discussion  with  the 
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owners   of   the   property    or    that    I    found   no   violation 
existed. 

In  addition  I  referred  6  applicants  for  permits  to 
the  Board  of  Adjustment  and  3  jointly  to  the  Historic 
District  Commission  and  the  Board  of  Adjustment  for 
their  consideration. 

I  have  held  office  hours  every  Wednesday  evening 
from  7:30  to  9:30  P.M.,  except  while  on  a  2  weeks  vaca- 
tion in  September,  also  by  appointment  many  times  when 
the  applicant  could  not  get  there  on  a  Wednesday  evening.

Report  of  Library  Trustees 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  no  change  in  the 
hours  which  the  Rye  Library  is  open  to  the  public.  The 
decision  in  July  1968  to  open  the  library  twenty-six  hours 
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a  week  has  proven  to  be  a  very  satisfactory  arrangement 
throughout  the  year.  The  weekly  hours  are  from  2  to  8 
P.M.  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday,  and  from  2 
to  6  P.M.  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday. 

Our  total  circulation  in  1969  was  28,499  books.  Of 
these  8,786  were  juvenile,  7,144  adult  non-fiction,  and 
12,569  adult  fiction.  Included  were  231  books  borrowed 
through  the  interlibrary  loan  service  of  the  State  Library 
in  answer  to  specific  requests  for  books  not  in  our  own 
library.  A  total  of  684  new  books  were  added  to  the 
shelves,  of  which  170  were  in  the  children's  category. 
The  Bookmobile  loaned  us  507  books  during  1969.  In 
addition  to  books,  627  records  were  also  circulated. 

There  has  been  increased  interest  in  sight  saving 
books  and  a  good  selection  of  fiction,  non- fiction  and 
juvenile  large  print  books  are  available  for  loan.  Others 
may  be  borrowed  from  the  Bookmobile.  There  is  a  grow- 
ing demand  for  recordings,  of  which  we  have  over  two 
hundred.  Our  patrons  are  urged  to  borrow  and  enjoy 
them. 

Special  events  during  1969  included  a  well-attended 
Puppet  Show  during  National  Library  Week.  This  was 
put  on  by  the  Rye  Puppeteers  and  sponsored  by  the 
Friends  of  the  Library.  During  the  summer  months  there 
was  a  reading  program  for  children.  At  its  conclusion  a 
party  and  film  program  was  held.  A  group  of  Brownie 
Girl  Scouts  visited  the  library,  and  a  4-H  Group,  during 
4-H  Week,  had  a  fine  exhibit  of  home-made  articles,  pre- 
viously exhibited  at  the  Deerfield  Fair.  During  National 
Library  Week  there  was  an  exhibit  of  posters  made  by 
the  art  students  of  a  Rye  school.  Prizes  were  given  by  the 
library. 

A  book  meeting  was  held  by  the  Southeast  District 
in  the  Rye  Library.  The  increased  space  made  possible  by 
the  recent  addition  to  the  original  library  building  is 
greatly  appreciated  by  the  staff  and  the  library  patrons. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.   Harry  McLaren,   the 
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Friends  of  the  Rye  Library  continues  to  be  a  very  helpful 
organization.  Their  activities  include  book  repairing  (un- 
der the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Charles  V.  Tallman) ,  food 
sales,  card  party,  lectures  by  Mr.  Richard  Sandborn,  and 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edward  Rarer,  and  book  reviews  by  Mrs. 
Roy  Wyatt.  A  gift  of  sixty  chairs  from  the  Friends  is 
much  appreciated.  A  bookplate  of  unusual  and  original  de- 
sign by  Mrs.  Raymond  is  on  sale  by  the  Friends  at  the 
charging  desk. 

The  Conference  Room,  in  the  basement,  has  a  new- 
ly painted  floor,  and  opaque  wndow  shades  have  been 
installed.  The  room  is  supplied  with  100  chairs,  a  peg 
board,  a  chalk  board,  two  30  x  72  inch  tables,  and  a 
lectern.  A  coat  rack  has  been  ordered.  It  is  hoped  that 
audio-visual  equipment  can  be  added  during  the  coming 
year.  During  the  past  year  the  Conference  Room  has  be- 
come increasingly  popular  for  small  group  meetings,  such 
as  the  Friends  of  the  Rye  Library,  the  Driftwood  Garden 
Club,  the  Extension  Group,  the  Civic  League,  and  the 
Rye  Beach  Arts  and  Crafts  Group.  Attached  to  this  Re- 
port is  a  copy  of  the  Trustees  Policy  with  reference  to  the 
Use  of  the  Conference  Room. 

We  are  indebted  to  many  organizations  and  indi- 
viduals who  have  contributed  books,  magazines,  and 
money  to  the  Rye  Library.  A  fund  has  been  provided  by 
Mrs.  Francis  J.  Kolb  for  the  purchase  of  juvenile  books 
in  memory  of  Dr.  Katz.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  O.  Varrell 
and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  M.  Varrell  gave  a  book  on 
antique  glass  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Theo  Chick.  Other  gifts 
comprised  ( 1 )  a  collection  of  children's  books  from 
Edwin  Carpenter,  and  (2)  a  large  number  of  books  given 
by  the  town  from  the  estate  of  Ernest  Brown.  Contribu- 
tions of  money  were  also  received  from  the  Rye  Tuesday 
Club,  Mrs.  Hamblett,  and  Mr.  Tom  Binmore. 

The  Library  Trustees  announce  with  regret  the 
resignation  of  Mrs.  Helen  H.  Trefethen  as  our  librarian  on 
December  31,  1969.  Since  1954  Mrs.  Trefethen  has 
served  the  library  and   the  community  with  distinction. 
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Succeeding  Mrs.  Trefcthen,  Mrs.  Margaret  W.  Leach  has 
been  appointed  librarian.  Mrs.  Leach  was  formerly  assist- 
ant librarian,  which  post  will  be  held  by  Mrs.  Lorraine  H. 
Cameron.  As  a  part-time  helper,  Mrs.  Beatrice  Batchelder 
has  been  employed.  The  services  of  Mr.  Robert  C.  Good- 
sell  as  janitor  are  much  appreciated.

1.  The  Library  Trustees  believe  that  all  library 
facilities  should  be  available  for  any  cultural  and/or  edu- 
cational use  to  the  fullest  extent  possible  and  practical, 
consistent  with  the  proper  protection  of  the  Town's  in- 
terests. 

2.  The  Conference  Room  facilities  in  the  basement 
are  available  to  town  group  and  organization  meetings 
for  cultural  and  educational  purposes,  providing  no  ad- 
mission fee  is  charged. 

3.  These  facilities  are  available  to  approved  groups, 
subject  to  the  payment  of  a  custodial  fee,  and  with  the 
understanding  that  the  facilities  shall  be  left  in  proper 
condition. 

4.  Arrangements  for  the  use  of  the  Conference 
Room,  should  be  made  with  the  librarian  and  are  subject 
to  approval  by  the  Library  Trustees. 

5.  Facilities  include  the  conference  room,  hallway 
and  rest  rooms,  with  access  through  the  side  (west)  en- 
trance. 

6.  Refreshments  may  be  served  only  if  the  group 
bring  its  own  equipment  and  food.

Rye  Recreation  Coinini.ssion 

This  is  the  third  year  of  an  organized  summer  pro- 
gram at  the  Recreation  Area.  It  was  an  eight-week  pro- 
gram. The  total  number  of  children  registered  this  year 
was  177,  including  many  younger  children. 

The  addition  of  an  open  shelter  onto  the  present 
building  was  completed.  It  was  used  not  only  on  rainy 
days,  but  each  day  of  the  program.  The  shelter  building 
was  used  for  the  arts  and  crafts  program  and  storage.  Or- 
ganizations have  used  the  building  for  reunions  and  fam- 
ily picnics. 

We  were  fortunate  to  have  Mr.  Wayne  Elliot  as  pro- 
gram director  again  this  year.  Also  again  as  his  assistants, 
were  Mrs.  Susan  Dunbar,  arts  and  crafts,  and  Miss  Nancy 
May,  games  and  athletics.  Miss  Judith  Locke  was  hired  to 
be  a  general  assistant. 

The  summer  program  included  basketball,  badmin- 
ton, bocce,  horse  shoes,  baseball,  relay  races,  and  other 
competitive  sports.  Award  plaques  were  given  at  the  end 
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of  the  program  for  these  activities.   Arts  and  crafts  and 
a  nature  study,  with  special  weekly  events,  were  held. 

Mr.  Elliot  and  his  three  assistants  attended  a  day 
long  recreation  workshop  in  Manchester  sponsored  by  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire,  and  planned  for  state-wide 
recreational  personnel. 

The  well  was  lowered  to  provide  an  adequate 
amount  of  pure,  state  tested  water.  A  limited  telephone 
was  installed  in  case  of  an  emergency  to  one  of  the  chil- 
dren. 

We  appreciate  the  contribution  of  a  refrigerator  for 
lunches  by  the  Rye  Junior  Woman's  Club,  and  for  their 
continual  interest.  Also,  the  Rye  Tuesday  Club  for  their 
$10  donation. 

Under  the  able  supervision  of  our  Highway  Agent, 
Charles  Gordon,  more  underbrush  has  been  cleared  be- 
tween the  picnic  area  and  the  marsh.  When  weather  per- 
mits, the  Highway  Department  will  install  two  drainage 
pipes  under  the  perimeter  road  where  it  has  been  washed 
out  due  to  heavy  rains.  The  grade  for  a  combination  bocce 
and  croquet  grass  court  has  been  laid  down  at  one  end  of 
the  activity  field.  This  will  be  loamed  and  seeded  in  the 
spring. 

This  summer,  the  Girl  Scouts  used  the  area  for  their 
activities.  The  Boy  Scouts  have  used  their  area  all  summer 
and  once  a  month  during  the  winter. 

It  has  been  a  successful  year  for  the  Recreation  Area, 
and  many  thanks  for  your  interest  and  support.

Report  for    1969 

Our  "Tote  Toad"  project  is  a  continuing  one.  At 
our  June  meeting  George  Steinhilber,  chairman  of  this 
project,  outlined  the  plans  and  provided  explanation  to  the 
landowners  present.  Mr.  Harold  Leland  of  Exeter  USDA 
SVC.  was  obtained  by  Tom  Binmore  to  present  the  po- 
tentialities of  tote  road  management.  Stanley  Knowles, 
Federal  Forester,  spoke  on  the  technical  aspects.  Beautiful 
slides  illustrated  the  spoken  word.  Under  Steinhilber's 
able  management  seven  signs  to  access  areas  have  been 
erected  to  date  for  landowners.  Other  landowners  are 
cordially  invited  to  take  advantage  of  this  service. 

Mr.  Norman  Currier,  before  leaving  the  commission, 
provided  us  with  excellent  maps  of  Rye  marshland  areas, 
with  owners  names  indicated  thereon. 

Mrs.  Jean  Low  provided  painstaking  and  thorough 
clerical  assistance  to  us  while  she  was  on  the  commission. 

Norman  Beane  and  Tom  Binmore  have  kept  us  up  to 
date  with  State  and  Federal  conservation  legislation. 

The  Rye  Conservation  Commission  has  been  asked 
to  take  part  in  recommendations  with  regard  to  the  pro- 
posed re-activation  of  the  State  Park  at  Odiorne's  Point. 
Norman  Beane  and  Louise  Tallman  attended  the  first 
meeting  on  August  4th.  Mrs.  Annette  Cottrell  of  Hills- 
boro  (member  of  the  Governor's  Committee  on  Open 
Space)  is  coordinating  a  study  of  the  natural  resources  of 
this  park  and  will  submit  plans  and  recommendations  to 
Russell  Tobey,  State  Park  Commissioner.  Geology, 
Botany,  Ornithology,  Marine  Biology  and  History  of 
the  area  delineates  the  specialties  being  researched.  Louise 
Tallman  has  been,  and  is  in  fact,  an  invaluable  member  of 
this  group  from  the  beginning  and  has  provided  much 
historical  research  and  other  aids  to  Mrs.  Cottrell.  The 
commission  is  proud  to  be  so  ably  represented  in  this 
endeavor. 
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We  have  had  many  interested  and  helpful  visitors 
attend  our  meetings.  Special  thanks  to  the  Civic  League 
and  Planning  Board  for  their  help  and  cooperation. 

And  so,  in  various  ways  our  work  goes  on.  For  this 
continuance  we  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $500.00  be 
included  in  the  Town  Budget  for  our  use.

Caswell  is  on  a  salary  as  caretaker  and  recorder  of  the 
deeds  given.  Mr.  Gordon  is  paid  $50.00  per  year  for  taking 
care  of  the  payroll  and  all  other  finances  of  the  Cemetery. 
Mr.  Patrick  receives  nothing  for  his  services  as  a  member 
of  the  board.

Report  of  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds 

During  1969  a  total  income  of  $1,879.13  was  turned 
over  to  the  Library  Trustees  for  the  purchase  of  books. 
This  amount  represents  the  income  realized  from  the 
eighteen  funds  left  to  the  town  of  Rye  with  the  provision 
that  the  income  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books.  In  the 
future  it  might  prove  worthwhile  to  establish  a  general 
fund  to  which  small  contributions  could  be  made.  These 
would  be  left  to  accumulate,  and  only  the  income  would 
be  used  for  the  library. 

There  were  28  new  cemetery  perpetual  care  funds 
established.  All  but  three  of  these  funds  represented  new 
lots  sold  with  a  certain  portion  going  for  the  cost  of  the 
lot  and  a  balance  remaining  as  a  perpetual  care  fund. 

Under  miscellaneous  funds,  $20,000  principal  was 
returned  to  the  town  general  fund  together  with  $1,000 
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earned  income.  This  amount  represented  the  fund  estab- 
lished for  the  purchase  of  a  fire  truck.  To  us  this  shows 
good  management  by  town  officials,  since  the  needed 
funds  were  accumulated  over  several  years.  Thus  no  undue 
strain  was  placed  on  the  taxpayer.  During  the  existence 
of  this  particular  fund  an  additional  $1,481.82  was  earned 
in  the  form  of  interest. 

Our  major  effort  during  the  coming  year  will  be  to 
improve  the  bookkeeping  procedures  of  the  cemetery 
funds.  We  will  seek  legal  counsel  from  the  town's  attorney 
concerning  the  consolidation  of  future  funds,  so  that  many 
unnecessary  hours  will  be  eliminated  from  bookkeeping 
procedures.

THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

(L.  S.) 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Rye  in  the  County  of  Rockingham  in 
said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Rye  on 
Tuesday  the  eleventh  day  of  March,  next,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon, 
to  vote  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

Article  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  officers  for  the  Rye  School 
District  in  accordance  with  the  statutory  procedure  adopted  by  said 
District  at  its  March  1962  annual  meeting. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  "Zoning 
Ordinance  for  the  Town  of  Rye,  New  Hampshire"  as  prepared  by  the 
Planning  Board  for  the  Town  of  Rye. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  "Building 
Code  of  Rye,  New  Hampshire"  as  prepared  by  the  Planning  Boai-d  for 
the  Town  of  Rye. 

You  are  hereby  further  notified  to  adjourn  to  meet  at  the  Rye 
Junior  High  School  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  March,  next,  at  seven 
o'clock  in  the  evening  to  vote  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
hire  money  from  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  five  percent 
dscount  on  all  property  taxes  paid  on  or  before  October  1,  1969. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  lease  Sawyer's  Beach,  so  called,  from  the  owners  for 
another  year.

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  sell  the  refuse  burner  upon  such  terms  and  at  such  price 
as  they  shall  deem  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Town. 

Article  1.1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  thirty  six  hundred  ($3,600.00)  dollars  to  dismantle 
the  teepee  refuse  burner. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  one  thousand  five  hundred  ($1,500.00)  dollars  as  a 
contribution  from  the  Town  of  Rye  to  the  Portsmouth  Mental  Health 
Clinic. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
planning  commission  together  with  other  such  area  towns  and  the  City 
of  Portsmouth  as  may  vote  to  become  members  of  such  a  commission 
in  accordance  with  RSA  36:27  to  36:38  and  any  amendments  thereto. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  file  in  behalf  of  the  Town  an  application  (in  form  and  manner  re- 
quired by  the  United  States  and  in  conformity  with  P.L.  560,  83rd 
Congress)  and  do  whatever  else  may  be  required  for  an  advance,  in 
the  amount  of  sixty  one  thousand  two  hundred  ($61,200.00)  dollars  to 
be  made  by  the  United  States  to  the  Town  of  Rye,  New  Hampshire,  to 
aid  in  defraying  the  cost  of  preliminary  report  and  plan  preparation 
for  sewerage  and  sewage  treatment  facilities  for  the  Town  of  Rye, 
New  Hampshire,  and,  further,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  make  the  neces- 
sary arrangements  to  provide  such  additional  funds  as  may  be  re- 
quired to  defray  the  cost  of  preparation  of  the  report  and  plans. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rebuild  the  bridge 
at  Rye  Harbor  and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  twenty  four  thou- 
sand ($24,000.00)  dollars  for  the  same  by  issuing  town  notes  or  bonds 
in  accordance  with  RSA  Chapter  33  the  "Municipal  Finance  Act". 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  six  thousand  ($6,000.00)  dollars  to  repair  the  bridge 
at  Rye  Harbor. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Seletmen  with  the  advice  of  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Historic  Dis- 
trict Commission  to  investigate  the  possibility  providing  space  for 
town  offices  and  to  select  a  location  for  the  same  and  to  make  a 
recommendation  to  the  Town  to  be  voted  on  at  the  annual  Town 
Meeting  in  March  1970  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  ($500.00)  dollars  for  architect's  advice  and/or  plans  for  this 
purposes. 
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Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  five  hundred  ($12,500.00)  dollars  to 
purchase  the  former  store  and  postoffice  building  on  Washington  Road 
owned  by  Mrs.  lona  Jenness  and  to  renovate  the  interior  for  use  as  a 
Selectmen's  office  and  for  other  town  functions. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  sixteen  thousand  ($16,000.00)  dollars  for  the  pur- 
pose of  renovating  the  ground  floor  of  the  existing  Town  Hall  building 
to  provide  office  space  for  certain  town  offices  and  a  Selectmen's 
office. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  follow- 
ing by-law  relative  to  the  licensing  of  mechanical  devices  in  the  town: 

Sec.     1.     Definitions 

Mechanical  Device.  The  term  Mechanical  device  shall  mean  any 
machine,  which,  upon  the  insertion  of  a  coin,  slug,  token,  plate,  or  disc, 
may  be  operated  by  the  public  generally  for  use  as  a  game,  entertain- 
ment, or  amusement,  whether  or  not  registering  a  score,  but  shall  not 
include  juke  boxes.  It  shall  include  such  devices  as  marble  machines, 
pinball  machines,  skill  ball,  mechanical  grab  machines,  and  all  games, 
operations,  or  transactions  similar  thereto  under  whatever  name  they 
may  be  indicated. 

Person,  Firm,  Corporation,  Association:  The  terms  person, 
firm,  corporation,  or  association  as  used  herein  shall  include  the  follow- 
ing: Any  person,  firm,  corporation,  or  association  in  whose  place  of 
business  any  such  machine  is  placed  for  use  by  the  public;  and  the  per- 
son, firm,  corporation  or  association  having  control  over  such  machine. 

Sec.  2.  Gambling  Devices  Not  Permitted:  Nothing  in  this 
Ordinance  shall  in  any  way  be  construed  to  authorize,  license,  or  per- 
mit any  gambling  devices  whatsoever,  or  any  mechanism  that  has  been 
judicially  determined  to  be  gambling  device,  or  in  any  way  contrary 
to  law. 

Sec.  3.  License  Required:  Any  person,  firm,  corporation  or 
association  displaying  for  public  patronage  any  mechanical  amusement 
device  as  herein  defined  by  Sec.  1  shall  be  required  to  obtain  a  license. 
Application  for  such  license  shall  be  made  to  the  Selectmen  upon  a 
form  to  be  supplied  by  the  Selectmen  for  that  purpose.  No  license  shall 
be  issued  to  any  applicant  unless  he  shall  be  twenty-one  (21)  years  of 
age  and  a  citizen  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  4.  Inspection:  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  investigate  the 
location  wherein  it  is  proposed  to  operate  such  machine,  ascertain  if 
the  applicant  is  a  person  of  good  moral  character,  and  report  thereon 
to  the  Selectmen  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  license.  No  license  shall 
be  issued  by  the  Selectmen  to  any  applicant  until  after  the  Chief  of 
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Police  has  reported  his  approval  or  disapproval  to  the  Selectmen. 

Sec,  5.  License  Fees:  Every  applicant  before  being  granted 
a  license  shall  pay  the  following  license  fee  for  the  privilege  of  opera- 
tion or  maintaining  for  operation  a  mechanical  amusement  device  as 
defined  in  Sec.  1  herein.  $30.00  per  machine.  Each  license  shall  expire 
midnight,  December  31st,  of  the  year  in  which  said  license  was  issued. 

Sec.     6.     Display  of  License: 

A)  The  license  or  licenses  herein  provided  for  shall  be  posted 
permanently  and  conspicuously  at  the  location  of  the  machine  in  the 
premises  wherein  the  device  is  to  be  operated  or  maintained  to  be 
operated. 

B)  Such  license  may  be  transferred  from  one  machine  or  de- 
vice to  another  similar  machine,  in  the  same  place  of  business  upon  ap- 
plication to  the  Selectmen  to  such  effect  and  the  giving  of  a  descrip- 
tion and  the  serial  number  of  the  new  machine  or  device.  Not  more 
than  one  machine  shall  be  operated  under  one  license  and  the  appli- 
cant or  licensee  shall  be  required  to  secure  a  license  for  each  and  every 
machine  displayed  or  operated  by  him.  A  license  shall  not  be  trans- 
ferrable  from  person  to  person. 

Sec.  7.  Prohibitions  and  Restrictions:  No  person,  firm,  corp- 
oration or  association  holding  a  license  under  this  by-law  shall  permit 
persons  under  eighteen  (18)  years  of  age  to  play  or  operate  any  me- 
chanical amusement  device  as  defined  in  Sec.  1  of  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  8.  Revocation  of  License:  Every  license  issued  under 
this  Ordinance  is  subject  to  the  right,  which  is  hereby  expressly  re- 
served, to  revoke  the  same  should  the  licensee,  directly  or  indirectly, 
permit  the  operation  of  any  mechanical  amusement  device  contrary  to 
the  provisions  of  this  by-law  or  the  law  of  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. Said  license  may  be  revoked  by  the  Selectmen  upon  recommen- 
dation of  the  Chief  of  Police  and  after  written  notice  to  the  licensee, 
which  notice  shall  specify  the  ordinance  or  law  violations  with  which 
the  licensee  is  charged,  if  after  a  hearing  the  licensee  is  found  to  be 
guilty  of  such  violations.  Ten  days  notice  of  the  hearing  shall  be  given 
the  licensee.  At  such  hearing  the  licensee  and  his  attorney  may  pre- 
sent and  submit  evidence  and  witnesses  in  his  defense. 

Sec.  9.  Seizure  and  Destruction  of  Machine:  If  the  Chief  of 
Police  shall  have  reason  to  believe  any  mechanical  amusement  device 
is  used  as  a  gambling  device,  such  machine  may  be  seized  by  the  po- 
lice and  impounded  and  if  upon  trial  of  the  exhibitor  for  allowing  it 
to  be  used  as  a  gambling  device,  said  exhibitor  is  found  guilty,  such 
machine  shall  be  destroyed  by  the  police. 

Sec.     10.     Penalty:     Any   persons,   firm,  corporation   violating 
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any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  in  addition  to  the  revocation  of 
his  or  its  license  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  ten  ($10,00)  dollars  for  each 
offense.
